REMARKS 

Entry of the present amendment is respectfully requested. Claims 1, 6, 7, 10, 12, 13, 
16, 19 and 24 have been amended. Claims 1-26 are pending in the application, with claims 1, 7 and 
16 being independent. 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner and her supervisor for their time and 
consideration given during the in-person interview with Applicant's representative conducted on 
August 1 2, 2003. During the interview, proposed amendments to claims 1 , 7 and 1 6 were discussed, 
and it was agreed that the proposed amendments would overcome the prior art rejections raised in 
the Office Action of April 23, 2003. Claims 1, 7 and 16 have been amended to incorporate the 
additional limitations of the proposed amendments and should, therefore, be in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 2-6 depend from claim 1, and further recite additional features of the 
invention not shown or suggested by the prior art. Claims 8-15 depend from claim 7, and further 
recite additional features of the invention not shown or suggested by the prior art. Claims 17-26 
depend from claim 16 and recite additional features of the invention not shown or suggested by the 
prior art. Thus, dependent claims 2-6, 8-15, and 17-26 should also be in condition for allowance. 

In response to objections raised in the Office Action and in accordance with proposed 
amendments suggested therein, claims 6, 12, 19 and 24 have also been non-substantively amended. 
Non-substantive amendments to the specification and drawings as proposed by the Office Action 
have also been made, and formal drawings in accordance therewith are submitted herewith. 

Therefore, Applicant submits that the drawings, specification and claims are now in 
proper form, and that all of the claims define patentability over the prior art. Accordingly, issuance
